BLOW FROM BEAM
KILLS J. 0.WON

Was Removing Heavy Safe
From Southern Church¬

man Office.

SWUNG OUT OF WINDOW

Clinging to Rope, He Swung
Back Into Room to

Die.

I Struck in tho stomach by a heavyj beam, to which a rope lie was guidingwas attached ancl carried out of thethird-story window on the Ninth Streetj siO.'-. of the Old Dominion Trust Com¬
pany Building, Ninth and Main Streets,yesterday afternoon, John Lawson,forty-eight years old managed to swinghimself back into tho room, walkedback to a pile of papers mutteringindistinctly that he was hurt, and sat
down and died.

Saw Him SuIiik Out.
Tra(he Ollicer Bernstein, standing atthe crossing opposite the front of thebuilding, people in a barber shop onNinth Street, and a crowd of men stand-inn on tho corner, saw Lawson swingclear of the building, holding firmlyt'-< the rope, and swing back. As hedisappeared over the ledge of the w'.n-j dew into the room every one thoughtthat he was unhurt. Samuel Tyler, ofI the- John \V. Tyler Company, teamsters,with ollices at Sliockoe Slip, was in the

room at the time, and witnessed the
accident. With Alexander Byrd, col-
c red, of 045 West Leigh Street, he as¬sisted Lawson through the window.

DcjuI When I'll? mU-Iiiii Arrived.
Lawson clasped his hntxls to his bodyand inuttcrod, "My God." He walked

to the pile of papers and snt down, andMr. Tyler, who thought that Lawsonhad merely been made breathless by:he blow, g;ot him a cup of cold water.Lawson was unable to drink it, how-
over; and then Mr. Tyler noticed blood
Rowing: from his mouth and nostrils.
v nd knew he was seriously hurt. Mr.
Tyler went out and asked Policeman
llernstein to summon the city atnhu-
lance, and the Rev. William S. Camp-bell, of the Presbyterian Company, with
offices in the same building, telephonedfor Dr. M. D. Hose. Lawson was dead
before Dr. liogc, the first to arrive,
walked into the room.
Lawson had subcontracted with the

if the safe had reached ground, and
overbalanced by the heavy safe, was

FACES TRIAL HERE

Mother of Wife No. 2 Causes
Warrant to Be Issued,

Charging Bigamy.

PUZZLE CONFRONTS POLICE

At Loss to Know How to Pro¬
ceed in Matter of Man Arrested

for Ohio Authorities.
/

When a warrant was sworn out yes¬
terday before a magistrnto in South
Richmond charging Harry A. Smith,
twenty-three years old, who has been
held in the City Jail for several days
at the request of the Cincinnati, O.. au¬

thorities, with bigamy, a queer twist
was added to his case, and the local
police are at a loss to know just how
to proceed. Captain of Detectives Mc-
Mahon said last night that before any
steps are taken, he will confer with
Commonwealth's Attorney Minetree
Koikes. In the meanwhile. Petoctivo-
Scrgeants Wiley and Kellatn are in
possession of the warrant, with instruc¬
tions not to execute it until so order¬
ed.
An added complication to the case is

that Detective-Sergeant Allen, of Cin¬
cinnati, arrived in Richmond yesterday
to claim the prisoner. He did not bring jtequisltlon papers, and Smith refused'
to return to the Ohio city without
them. He is wanted there on the
charge of failing to provide for his first
wife and child.

Drought Wife \ o. - Here.
Smith Is alleged to have committed

bigamy last February, when lie mar¬
ried Miss Rosamond Elizabeth Wright,
in Durham, N. C. With her he came
to Richmond, and was living at 919
East Leigh Street when he was arrest-
eel a few nights ago by Wiley and
Kellani after a telegram had been re-
eelvt.'d from Cincinnati.
The mother of Wifo No. 2. it was

learned yesterday, has been living for
some time at 51-4 West Twelfth Street.
South Richmond, and it was she who
caused the warrant to be sworn out,
charging Smith with bigamy.
The police contend that it is custo-

mary to prosecute cases of this char¬
acter at the place where the bigamous
marriage is contracted. The marriage
having taken place in North Carolina,
it is pointed out. Smith would ordi¬
narily face trial before a Jury in that
State. However, it was said that Smith
could be prosecuted here on the chargeof bigamy, though it was believed that
the Commonwealth would have an in¬
tricate case to deal with, and the

, chances of a conviction would be slim.
One Solution.

One solution of the case was that: Smith could be arrested here on the
charge of bigamy, the Commonwealth
admit it had no evidence to convict,
the case dismissed and the prisoner
turned over to the Ohio authorities.

"It is Impossible to say what will
be done until we secure the advice of
the Commonwealth's Attorney," said
Captain McMahon.
The Cincinnati officer is now wait¬

ing for requisition papers from his
State, so that will give the local po¬
lice a few days in which to work.

It is considered highly probable that
the North Carolina authorities, who
have been notified of Smith's arrest,
may put in a claim for him

II PrfpnrlnB StrooR Flcht.
Smith apparently is preparing to put

up a strong fight. He has not;:i.-d
Attorney C. T. Morris, who will. It is
understood:"! resist every effort to have
his client taken from Virginia. He h.is
taken the ground that if Smith must
b* tried, it must be here.
The Ohio police believe they have a

prior claim to the prisoner, the
offense for which he is wanted is a
felony under the laws of that State.

SLASHES"HISllFE,
THEN SURRENDERS

Stephen Whitlow Goes to Police
Station After Stabbing Wo¬

man Six Times.
After slashing his wife, Mrs. GeorgieWhitlow, six times with a small pen¬knife, inflicting serious though not

dangerous wounds, yesterday afternoon
shortly before 5 o'clock at her home,-03 West Gary Street, Stephen Whitlow,forty-nine years old, a carpenter, ran
and later surrendered himself at theFirst Police Station.
The terrified shrieks of the woman

brought in neighbors, but the husbandhad gone. A hurry call was sent tothe Second Police Station, and PicyclePoliceman Gcrring was sent to inves¬
tigate. lit- learned that Mrs. Whit¬
low's assailant had gone, but had said
lie wan going to give himself up.When it was learned he had not goneto the Second Police Station, it was
feared he had escaped. Gerring stop¬
ped a passing automobile and started
ii hunt of the fugitive, while the search
was also taken up by Detective-Ser¬
geants Wiltshire and Bailey. In a short
while word was received that Whitlow
had gone to the First Station and sur¬
rendered to Patrolman Gary. Ho did
not deny he had cut his wife and pro¬duced the knife, which he said he had
used to cut her.
Examination by Dr. M. F. Torre-

grosa. City Hospital ambulanco sur¬
geon, showed that Mrs- Whitlow had
been slashed above one eye, across the
breast, back and arm.

F. Driscoll, of 3204 West Clay Street,mother of tho child, who claimed thatMyrtle had heen unlawfuly taken fromher custody and secreted. With himwas the little girl, who has lived withthe Dlllmans since babyhood. Dothwere taken to Henrico County J.ill.where Dlllman was later released onball.
The story as unfolded yesterday Incourt was to the effect that Mrs. I,)rls-coll. the child's mother, had been awidow eight years nKO, and being indestitute circumstances, gave Myrtleover to tho Dlllman*family. This tookplace in Grayson County, and formaladoption papers were taken out In theCircuit Court.
Recently Mrs. Driscoll, who in themeanwhile had atjain married, wrote totYie clerk of the court Inquiring aboutthe adoption. A letter purporting to

pro\> that no such record appears Inthe court proceedings was received byher. and she then went to the homeof the Dlllmans, who had subsequentlymoved to Fillmore, W. Va., and in¬formed them that the adoption hr.d rotbeen legal and the child was turnedover to her.
The foster mother was riot satisfiedI with the way things were going andwrote to Itev. T. C. Vaughan, a Metho-I dist minister at Grayson, and askedhim to Investigate the records In the

i':isc. Mr. Vaughan then wrote herthat Mrs. Drlscoll had used a wront;name in writing to the county clerk,anil that, of course, tho records wouldnot disclose a proceeding in that name.This altered the case and Mr Dillman
catne to Richmond and demanded thochild. Ho engaged Attorney jllram M.Smith, and together with County OfficerL. I.. Cornell, went to the Drlscoll home,and according to witnesses, the mothermade no objection to the little irlrl ac¬
companying Dillman, to whom she waagreatly attached. Later, however, Mrs.Drlscoll telephoned to her husband, amolder nt the Locomotive Works, and
on his advice swore out the warrantIn court yesterday, the accused,through counsel, first introduced a copyteste of the court record showing theadoption, and then the letter from Mr.Vaughan.

POISONED TABLETS

William H. Shaw Tells Mother
He Swallowed Twenty-Seven
Bichloride of Mercury Pills.

Walking upon the porch of his homo,
2510 East Leigh Street, last night about
10:30 o'clock, William H. Shaw, twen¬
ty-four years old, a salesman, calmly
told his mother that he had swallowed
the entire contents of a bottle con¬
taining' bichloride of mercury tablets
.She was almost prostrated by tho
shock, but quickly recovered and
caused a call to bo sent for the City
Hospital ambulance.
When Dr. M. P. Toregrosa arrived ho

found Shaw In a serious condition,
though conscious. Tho young man said
he had swallowed twenty-seven tablets,
each of which contained 7.3 grains of
the poison. Dr. Torrogrosa rendered
emergency treatment and washed out
Shaw's stomach. However, tho latter
lost strength so rapidly that it was
decided to removo him to the hos-
ptlal for further teratment. It was
said this morning that he had a chance
of recovery.
Shaw gave no reason for swallowing

the poison.

"Tho 11,450,000 which has boon appor¬tioned by Secretary McAdoo to Ylrginlnto aid In t}»«. movement and marketingj < I cropB," said K. L. Remiss yesterday,t "will in a groat measure relieve thomoney atringoncy that always charac¬terizes tlie harvesting season. Thoprospect of this money becoming avail¬able in a short time has already Im¬proved conditions. Borrowers fromcorrespondent banks have been inorimodest in their demands,

# feeling as¬sured that there will be no troublej securing further loans later."
Mr. ltemiss has been appointed bySecretary McAdoo tho Treasury De-1 artment's representative In Richmondto act with a committee of live, to beappointed by the Clearing House Asso-elation. In passing upon the securitiesoffered depositary banks applying for,a loan from tho ll.450.000 allotment.for Virginia. Tho formal commissionhad not reached him yesterday, but isexpected to-day. In response to a re¬quest from Mr. McAdoo several daysaj;o, Mr. Remiss notified hitn that howould accept the appointment.

Moucr Avnilnlilr Soon.Virginia will have three depositarycities.Richmond, Norfolk and Lynch¬burg. The money will be available as
soon as tho clearing-houses ,){ thothree cities appoint their securitiescorr.lmttees to act with the governmentrepresentative designated In each city.This committee will pass upon thoquality of the securities offered by thoI .inks In the depositary cities applyingfor loans, and the Treasury Departmentwill bo governed by the committee'srecommendations In makinn its allot¬
ments.

'Die first condition of securinp a loanIs that the bank making applicationtor it shall offer as security at least10 per cent of the amount of tho loanin government bom's. The renialnd«rof the loan may be secured by Statoand municipal securities or by approvedcommercial paper. All securities otherthan United States bonds will have tobe approved by the securities commlt-tees. No bank will Vje extended a loanunless it has taken out at least 40 percent of tho circulation it is entitled to.
